TIRED OF LIFE, 
Macon, Herald. 
The information reached us this morning of 
the suicide of one of our most promising young 
men, Mr. Bright W. Lundy, son of Judge William 
Lundy, so well and favorably known in Bibb 
county. Some time last fall Mr. Lundy disposed 
of his farming intcrests around Macon, and cast 
his lot in the lower part of the state. He did not 
prosper for some reason, and a few days ago re- 
turned to the parental roof, afflicted with a kind 
of melancholia that defied every effort to be 
shaken off. This brooding and gloomy spirit was 
not unnoticed, and every endeayor made to di- 
vesthis mind. Early this morning, most proba- 
bly while laboring under a temporary ab- 
beration of mind, he went into the horse 
lot at his father’s residence, about seven 
miles from the city, and deliberately shot him- 
self, killing himself almostins‘antly. In one so 
full of bright promise, with a mind well stored, 
and a character unsullicd, this sad cutting down 
fills the he:rt with pain. He was about twenty- 
eight years old, in good health, and richly en- 
dowed by nature with a noble mapvhood. No

SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 
Rome Tribune, 

At 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon, as the switch 
engine on the Selma, Rome and Dalton railroad 
wes rounding the curve near the foot of South 
street, a small negro boy who had been swinging 
on to the rear end of the engine fell offand the 
engine passed over his left leg at the ankle, al- 
most entirely severing the foot. The little sufferer 
was immediately carried home and Drs. Robert 
Battey, G. W. Holmes and F. P. Lovelace were 
called and rendered the necessary medical aid, 
amputating the limb below the 
knee. The boy was about twelve 
years old, and was named Eddie Harper. The 
railroad officials have had a great deal of troyble 
in preventing small boys, both white and black, 
from swinging on the engines and trains, and 
have repeatedly threatened to punish them, but 
with no effect, and at every opportunity they 
continued to jump on and off. Only two or three 
days ago asmall white boy ran under a freight 
car while it was in motion and narrowly escaped 
injury. In fact, it has peen the greatest source of 
wonder to the :ailroad employes that there has 
not been an accident before. Neither the engi- 
neer ortireman was aware of the presence of the 
boy on the rearof the efgine until the accident. 
This should be a warping to parents to keep their 
children away from the railroad. On the arrival 
of every train there are always a number congre- 
gated at the depot—some are sent on errands, but 
the majority have no business thereand should 
be sent home and prevented from making a play- 
ground of the depot.

Looking sround he noticed two 
girls, in company with a woman of 
this city, well known as a4 soiled dove, in 
the act of getting into a pbwton. The ap- 
pearance of the girls auswer.d the description in 
the dispatch so well that the marshal placed 
them under arrest, giving them his reasons for 
his course. The giils denied that they were the 
persons wanted in the telegram, and asserted 
that they were orphans and were from Macon. 
Convinced, however, that he had the right par- 
ties, the marshal declined to release them, and 
had them taken to the city hall. Seeing no hope 
of escape the girls confessed their identity, and
